IN MEMORIAM: 


James V. Forrestal 
AMERICAN PATRIOT

May 22, 1949, James V. Forrestal, for- 

mer Defense Secretary, fell or was pusfi- 
éd to his death from a 16th story wincow 
of Bethesda Naval Hospital.. The official 
verdict was “suicide” but President Truman 
came, unwittingly perhaps, fiearer to the 
truth when he declared that Forrestal was 
“a victim of the Cold War.” For, like Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy eight years later, Forres- 
tal was hounded fo a prerhature death be- 
cause of his anti-Communist views. 

This brief review of Forréstal’s fight, 
which culminated—after intense sthear and 
persecution ini death, from what was vir- 
tually a prisdriér’s ¢ell, must serve as a 
very unworthy testitforial until the corh- 
plete story is told, revealing Forrestal for 
what he was: a martyr fighting single- 

handed agaifist tréasoh of an unparalleled 
scale, ahd dying a héro’s déath for the 
America he loved. 

Forrestal had been président of Baruch- 
influenced Wall Street fitérnational bank- 
mg house 6f Dillof, Réad ahd Co., and on 
the strength of this qualification was appar- 
ently deemed safe for important positions 
in the Roosévelt and Truman Governments, 
including that of Defense Secretary. But 
James V. Forrestal was an honest man, 
who had become ificreasingly aware of thé 
Zionist-Communist tie-up and its friends in 
the Governments in which he served: As 
long ago as 1944 he had written to a friend: 

I find that whenevéf Atty American sug- 
gests that We act fii accordance with the 
needs of our own security he is apt te bé 
called a fastist or imperialist, while if 
Unele Joe suggests that hé iiéeds the Balti¢ 
Provinces, half of Poland, all of Béssarabia 
and access to the Mediterranean, all hands 
agree that hé is a fine; fraiik, candid and 
generally delightful fellow who is very éasy 
te deal with becausé he fs sé éxplicit in 
what he wants. (Lifé Magazine, Oct. 15; 
1951.) 

Then; in early 1945, as Navy Secretary 
and a memiber of the inner Wart Cabinet, 
Forrestal had laid beforé Roosevelt a plan 
based largely on psychologital. Warfare for 
the early ending of the war With Japan 
without the usé of thé Atom Borib and 
without Soviet intervention: 

Fleet Admiral William D. Lealiy confirm: 
ed the part played by “thé s¢ientists and 
others.” On page 441. of Fieét Adniiral 
William D. Leahy’s I WAS THERE; we 
quote Admiral Leahy’s éxaét words, as fol+ 
lows: 

It is my opifion that the usé of this bar 
barous wéapon at Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
was of no material assistance ii Our wat 
against Japan. The Japanese Were already 
defeated and ready to surrende® because of 
the effective sea blockade and the Successful 
bombing with conventional weapons. 

It was my reaction that thé scientists and 
others wanted to make this fest because of 
the vast sums that had been spent én thé 
project. Truman knew that; and So did thé 
other people involved. ‘Bomb’ is the wrong 
word to use for this new Weapon: It is tot 
a bomb. It is not an explosive: It is a 
poisonous thing that kills pedple by its 
deadly radioactive reaction, more than by 
the explosive force it devélops: (See Oct. 
1958 American Mercury. page 85). 

Since Japan had begun to emit peace féel- 
ers as early as the winter of 1944, Forrés- 
tal’s brilliant plan had excellent cHarice of 
success and could even have brought about 
“unconditional surrender” without furthér 
blood shed to eithér side. It would have 
prevented the terrible stain to American

honor and the untold bitterness engendered 
by the Atom Bomb arid the virtual handing 
éver Of China to International Communism 
as a reward for a phony Soviet participate 
jon of exactly ofie week! In an artiéle in 
Look Magazine; issue datéd May 23, 1950, 
Admirat Ellis M. Zacharias; Deputy Dir- 
ector of the Officé of United States Intel< 
ligente in World War HI, refers to the conse« 
quencés of the réjection of the Forrestal 
plan as: devélopments of immense historital 
significanee that are likély to affect all of 
us fof thé rest of our lives and even the 
livés of suceteding generations. 

The Catholié Mirror (U.S.A.), July, 1950, 
issue, als6 commenting on the plan’s réejec- 
tion, bluntly asks the question: 

Does not there remain: thé real questioh— 
the lorfible question; wads there treachery 
in Washitgfon itself that was fully détér- 
niined #6 prolong thé war until the full har- 
vest of thie erent of Yalta could be 
reaped by Stalifi . 

It is now hriewit ‘nit the US. Gévefii- 
ment acttially plained fiat the Soviet 
Union should occupy Javan, but this dia- 
bolical plot was thwarted by General Doug- 
las MaeArthir flying in and taking over 
(revealed in a broadcast in Chicago on Aug. 
2, 1953, by Frank Kirkpatrick). After the 
war, Forrestal tried to discover why his 
plan Had been rejected and why, if the A 
Bomb had to be dropped six months after 
the Japanese had indicated their desire to 
surrender, the two cities with the largest 
Christian population, but of no real military 
importance in themselves, were chosen as 
targets. These questions were dangerous 
enough but James Forrestal did not stop 
there. His posthumously published Diaries, 
The Forréstal Diariés, published by Viking 
Préss, U.S.A., ifi 1951, Were to throw much 
further light on the international conspir- 
acy. 

His Diary entry for December 27, 1945, 
for ifistance, carries the deadly remark of 
British Prite Minister Chamberlain that 
“America and the world Jews had forced 
England into the war.” (And Forrestal had 
beer told this by Joseph P. Kennedy, former 
‘American Ambassador to Britain.) In mid- 
July, 1946, Forrestal recorded that Rear 
Admiral E. W. Stone (American Chief of 
the Allied Control Commission for Italy) 
had told him that “the general opinion was 
that Ben Cohen was the influence on 
Byrnes’ staff which advocated surrendering 
everything to Russia.” (Byrnes was Tru- 
man’s Secretary of State. Ben Cohen, orig- 
inal Roosevelt brainstruster, at a meeting 
of the United Nations Political Committee 
in Paris in January, 1952, called for “a Un- 
ited Natiohs legién as the basis of an inter- 
natiénal afmed force” (London Daily Tele- 
graph, January 3, 1952.) 

But thé bell could be heard tolling for 
James Forrestal when he strongly opposed 
the Trimadn Administration’s backing for 
the Zionist aggression on Arab Palestine. 
The powerful Bernard M. Baruch, behind 
thé Séenés Dictator of fhe U.S. for over 40 
years, warned Forrestal at a luncheon on 


February 8; 1948 “not to be active in this 
particular matter” (i. anti-Zionism) as he 
“was already identified; to a degree that 
was not in (his) own interest, with oppusi- 
tion to the United Nations policy on Pal- 
estine.” (Page 364 of The Forrestal Daries.) 
Forrestal prophetically warned that the 
entire Arab-Moslem world of 450 million 
would be alienated from the U.S.A. as a 
result. The London paper, Labour Israel, 
issue dated June 3, 1949, even recorded 
Forrestal as having openly complained to 
the White House that “Jews were endang-- 
ering fhe sécufity of thé United Statés.” 
At once a gigantic smear campaign of 
extreme vicioushess was launched agairist 
Forrestal, particularly by Walter Winchell 
and Drew Pearson. It was freely suggested 
that he was mentally deranged, and he 
Was ifi Consequence locked up in Bethésda 
Naval Hospital in a room on the 16th floor. 
Page 554 of the Férrestal Diaries indicates 
that hospitalization, by psychiatrist, Wm.

James 
Forrestal was a lapsed Catholic and; on 
being inearcerated in the Hospital and per- 
haps with some foreboding of what was in 
store for him; sent for his old friend, Mon- 
signor 8S; Sheehy, now of Catholic Univer- 
sity, Washington. 
Sheehy endeavored to see Forrestal: Eaeh 
time he was refused admittance. 


Meanwhile Henry Forrestal left for 


Washington on May 22 in a final effort to - 


secure his brother’s release, but it was too 
late. Forréstal was found dead at 2 a:m., 
Suhday, May 22, after a drop from the 16th 
floor window on the same day. 

In conriection with The Forréstal Diariés, 
page 555, Father Sheehy said that For'res- 
tal went into a small diet kitchen on the 
same floor, which he had been encouraged 
to use, and fell to his death from its un- 
guarded window. 

Father Sheehy declared , on Forrestal’s 
death, “Had IE been allowed to see my 
friend; Jim Forrestal; receive him back in 
the Church; and put his mind at eaisé with 
the oldest and most reliable medicine known 
to matnkind, he would bé alive today. His 
blood is on the heads of those who kept me 
from seeing him.” (American Mercury, Déc 
1950) Forrestal’s poignant last words to 
his Wall Street friend Robert Lovett, later 
Defense Secretary, “Théy’re (the Soviet 
Union) going to catch us unprepared; Bob,” 
show us that his. only concern at the Close

.JAKE JAVITS RIDES AGAIN!

Senator Jacob Javits 





They are finally catching up with Slip- 
pery Jake Javits, the pseudo Republican 


Senator from New York, as a recent issue | 


of the Congressional Record reveals. 

In a_ bill before the United States Senate 
which would have eliminated Loyalty Oaths 
from those getting Federal Loans under the 
National Defense Educational Act, Javits 
nearly got away with one of his frequent 
shyster tricks. 

Senator Mundt of South Dakota, a vig- 
orous fighter against subversives for many 
years, offered an amendment to the original 
bill so that those wishing to borrow money 
from the Government for their education 
would be required to sign a statement that 
they had never supported any organization 
advocating illegal overthrow of the Govern- 
ment, and that they were loyal to the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Javits took the Senate floor to oppose 
Mundt’s amendment and said he could, 
quote: “produce hundreds, and I think there 
may be thousands, of letters from young 
students and from professors who say this 
is an insult to their intelligence and to 
their Americanism, and they do not want 
the education at that price.” 

He then went on to uphold the elimina- 
tion of the Loyalty Oath from the Bill 
(C. R. 12765 of the Congressional Record 
of July 22, 1959). Senator Holland of Flor- 
ida said he had communicated with the 
United States Office of Education, and they 
informed him that out of 1220 institutions 
only seven (7) of them had refused to 
approve of the oath provision. 

Senator Russell of Georgia, replying to 
Javits said he had not received a single 
complaint from a single young citizen of 
his state who felt insulted by being asked 
to say he believes in the Constitution of 
the United States and is prepared to defend 
it. (C. R. 12769 of the same date). The 
next day Javits made a quick switch and 
offered an amendment to Mundt’s amend- 
ment which would strike out the protective 
provisions in the Mundt Bill and merely 
require that anyone getting a loan of Fed- 
eral Funds under the National Defense 
Education Act should take an oath to up- 
hold the Constitution of the United States. 
Notice the way he switched. First he was 
against any kind of an oath; then he takes 
Mundt’s Amendment, cuts the guts out of 
it, and merely requires the borrower to 
promise to defend the United States Con- 
stitution. Javits does not want any bor- 
rower to be penalized for belonging to a 
subversive organization. For proof see Col. 
1, C. R. page 12918, July 23, 1959. The fol- 
lowing day, July 23, Senator Russell of 
Georgia, at C. R. page 12915, 1959, again 
tore into Javits and said Javits had offered 
his, (Javits) amendment as a substitute for 
Senator Mundt’s Bill, and later modified 
his own amendment somewhat by adding 
a perjury provision. Senator Russell likened 
Javits to the character in the Bible who,

establishing the crime of perjury, -as few 
convictions are obtained on perjury prosec- 
cutions. Much to Javits chagrin the bill was 
sent back to the Committee to be re-written, 
an outcome which brought’ Javits ‘to «his 
feet to say he spoke “with a rather heavy 
heart.”

PRAYER CHANGE BY POPE.-HAILED 

A major text change in the.Good Friday 
prayer, authorized. by’ Pope dohn, which 
almost reversed the meaning of the prev- 
ious prayer, was hailed here as a boon to 
a process of text revision’ which has been 
going on among all religious groups ‘In the 
U.S. 

The original prayer, in Latin- reads: “Let 
us pray for the perfidious Jews.” Pope Pius 
had changed the word “perfidious” to 
“unbelieving” and Pope John’s announce- 
ment dropped the adjective altogether. 

Irving Engel, president of the American 
Jewish Committee, expressed’ gratification 
over the action. The Committee has been 
engaged over the past decade in a continu- 
ous process of text revision of offensive 
material in religious school books. Three 
major U.S. universities are involved: in the 
study. 

From Rome it was learned that the 
change came about as the result Of the 
importunations of Col. Lamberto’ Vitali, 
Italian Jewish leader. Since 1946,~Col. Vit- 
ali has addressed 41 petitions to the vatican 
on the prayer offensive to Jews. (Note that
